port of the public schools of Sunapee for the year ending, 


March 1, 1890. 
We have endeavored to give every scholar in town an equal 


number of weeks of school, and if any have failed to receive 


: 


- their share it is because ee did not take all the chances offer- 
aed them. 

Every teacher who has taught in our schools this year is a 
Pasaident of Sunapee and we venture to say that the quality of 


ie schools is above the average, thus showing that we can fur-

nish our own teachers and at the same time good ones. 
We do not mean to say that our teachers are perfect or that 
_ they have kept schools that were entirely satisfactory to 


every One, because it is impossible to attain perfection in this, 


: 


fe we strive to make each school as beneficial as possible to 


cthe majority of scholars attending it. 
‘From January 1, 1890 the town will furnish school books to 
‘a scholars who inh for them, but those who prefer to own the 


— books they use can do so by paying for them.

The town does not give the books to the scholars but simply 
loans them the books, and each scholar will be held responsible 
for every book he takes, or for any damage thereto more than 
- the ordinary wear, and those who already have books of the

a and the schools could all be longer. There are. some school

them where they will accommodate the most scholars. Many | 
of the old farms are deserted and run down so that they do not: 
pay the tax they once did, so that the old districts cannot be 


continued aud have the same amount of school that they used to 
without drawing money from other districts, therefore, it is 
more expedient to unite them so that they can have enough 
money to have a good lot of school. This is the best plan even if 
the town decided to return to the old system at the expiration 
of five years. We must aim to get the greatest benefit possible 
from the amount of school money we raise.
